(Statement for Contingency Use ia

At this juncture of history the whole world recalls 
that moment 20 years ago. when allied forees , including 
vast American and Sowier forees, in unison and cooperation, 
had accomplished the great task of bringing Hitler's 
@ barbarism to its end, and when the moet destructive war 
in history was brought to a victorious conclusion in Europe. 
it seems tzagie today to hear again the charges and eirades 
of the Soviet Delegation and, mest dnsiocopeuately’s once 
agaln im the Disarmament Commigsion fzom whose Lebors we 
seek to make a constructive contribution to efforts to halt 
the azme xace and reduce world tensions. 
The Soviet vepresentatze has onee more dieappeinted 
the world with 2 barrage of words against US actions taken 


to zesist Communist overt ox covert forms of aggression. 
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In particular, foeusing oa Europe and the Fedesal Republic of 


Gesmany, he has once again presented charges which are unre~ 
lated to the substence of aur work here and do jlittie more 
than disguise Soviet ums Liingaess to seek reall progress 
towards a just solution of the German proble. 
No one has forgecten the ruthless suppresgion of the East 


German uprisinge iu 2953. Our memocy of the cxises ever Berlin 


had failed bur in turn me succeeding in cxushi 


of fxee mon in free Berlin. Woz can one just 


blockade of 1948-49 without condemning it as a jcallous and 


brutal measure to starve a city of 2% wiilion into acquies= 
conce with Communiet policy. it failed. And what can one 
say of the excetion of the shameful Wait tn Berlia, devised 
fo prevent even greater nuhevs from fleeiag te |the West and 
to freedom. Tt stands teday as a monument to sen's Lahey mantlty 
to his fellow man and to faliuze te crush the Human apiric. 

We have uot Eérgotten che fist moves of Sdviek authorities 
to split that edt ty which, in the face of heavy Soviet pressures, 
had in October 1946, im the fixsr and orly alivBerlin electica 


epted fox freedom and democracy. 
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We have not forgotten the parvenist behavior of 
Soviet. officials who systematically eliminated a1] political 
opposition to Communist authority in the Soviet) zore. 
We have not fexrgetten that it was the Soviet Union which 
first begaa building up a sizable "police fozce|' in the 
Scvie¢t zone and zemtlivesized that gone in violation of 
allied-agscements at Potsdam and later, including allowing 
the presence of East German pavamilitary units in Bast Berlin. 
We have act forgotten that the Soviet Union systematically 
@ aad flagrantly violated the wartime and postwet) agreenents 
| coneluded by the Allies te govern the administration of che 
eeccupation and rehabilitat cion of Germany. It has persistently

sought to terminate unllatezally the zights of |the Western 
Allies which zesulted fsom the vietor xy over Nagi Germany and 
whieh were formalized in numerous agreements caneluded with 


the Soviet government. Only Last month these Allies and the 





people of Berlin were subjected to only the most reeent in ap 
jeng series of hazassments. 
in East Germany the sovealied German Demodzatic Republic 


was established im October 1949 by Soviet oxdeg, without 


e@ prior discussion oz free elections. The regime’s first 
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“elections” wexe held in 1950 under the “blee-pacty" system. 
In 1952 the USSR refused to grant entry inro East Berlin and

East Germany of a UN Commission to investigate whether there 


were conditicas conducive to free elections. Over the years 
Ginee thea, the Bast Gezman regime has hardened: Hato sa 
absolute polley state dictatorship, pexhass even| more reminis- 
cent of Stalin's time thaa the Soviet Union itself coday. 
As L stated nega on April 26, “We in the West have not 
in recent times spoken of these dee ds. if is not chet we 
have forgotten them..." once again, and with depp regret, - 
we have been foxeed to recall chem to mind. 

In contrast to the secord of the Soviet Uni 
so-called GOR, is the eecord of the Federal, Repu Li 
Germany. This nagtion has repeatedly declared that 
not use force to obtain political eims.

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Its axymament has conformed to the specifications|in the 
London and Paris Agreeneats of 1954, modified where necessary 
at the vequest of the NATO commaadexs end with the full 
knowledge and approval of both the WEU and NATO dations. 
The Fedezal Republic has turned over all of its azmed foxzces 
ze the inteznational HATO command. There is no separate 
national militacy program in the Federal Republi¢. Fiaally, 
and very importaacly, it has pledged te sbstain from 
producing atomic, bateriological, oz chealcs? wegoons: 

To slander and vilily the Federal Republic gf Germany 
is to slandez ail the countries in NATO. NATO ageds no 
defense siace the peoptes of the world zemonbex fal well 
that NATO represents @ tegponse and vet aa agresdive intia- 
tive. WATO was ereated at a time when the prospact of 
Soviet aggression envcatendd dizectiy ov indizectly Weetezn 
@urope. During the Lest 15 yeays, WATO has turned back 


thie threat, but the need for a NATO wllitary fovce will 


continue se Long as the Soviet Union and its satellites 


threaten the Atlantic community with the forced Umpositica 


of a political end secial system xepugnent to its ideals.
